A portion of tho 
ieathers enabled him to fly with g onl 
ease, Two young Englishmen disiiu* 
guisbed themselves as Iconoclasts, and 
were kicked out of tho city of Siutt- 
gardt in conecquonco. Ireland is not 
a game country, so tho antortnnaio 
people are reduced to the sad nc cssity 
of sbootiug ibeir landlords. They have 
been enjoying quite a battue lately. Some 
people are tond of a handle to their 
names, whicb boinfr well undorstood 
by tho present liberal GovorDmoct, 
inch a Inndablo desire is about to bo 
gratified by tbo creation of a batch of 
life peers. Talking about the Gludstono 
' Ministry, tho excessive freedom afford-

^bispeonllnr liberal style of procedure 
will involve the oonniry in limitlei's 
debt whenever* the publio servioes ro-' 
quire the aids now being So liberally 
discarded. Lord Hongbton sensibly 
suggested that the Briii. h Govern- 
ment should aid the pOor bat honest 
tnan who is unablo, without any 
Inult of his own, to emigrate; tho lib' 
eral Lords scouted tbo idea, and in- 
sisted that the poor man who is unable 
to do BO, should pay bis own passage 
if ho wants to emigrate. People are to 
be allowed to keep marringo — as well 
as everyibiug else — in tho family, and 
a man maj — it now looks probable — 
marry his decoaBed wife's sister. It is 
very likely, borealter, that wo may lind 
a great deal of tho sisterly afleclion. 
Tbo Lords findini< that tbo material 
of tbeirtiaguat body is about to bo di» 
laled with life poors, have suggested 
the same sauce lor tho ganders (i. o.) 
tbe Bishops. It is now proposed lo 
create a new class of cheap Bishops, 
gentlemen who can secure £2,500 a 
year by pabiio subsoriptioo. O^' course 
their Graces would be disgraced by the 
inlroduotion of such a plebeian olex 
ment, and so far as lay in their power, 
gave tbe Bill a coup de grace. A Judge 
in England decided that "a wife is not 
a necosBury ior an infant," in a case 
lor breach of promise of marriage 
ogainsL a young gentleman who hud 
not yet arrived at tbe years of maturi- 
ty. Aq editor sagely remarks that 
Buob may very well bo the case, as an 
infant is UBually supposed neeeasary lor 
ft wifo. Tbo ypanit-h Minister of Fi-« 
Dauee ieoms to bo aeting like the 
President of a concern that is paying 
dividend out of capital ; bo has 
brought in a statement of ways iind 
Dieans too much imbued with the 
'^eouleur 'de rose, as he puts many things 
in his statement that all tho world 
knows should be out of it. On the

Ho 
farther proposes to levy taxes to bo 
redaoed in six years in order to seoare 
tbeleudersl How many rovolution.s 
will have been ezperienoed by tbo end 
of that tinae in the peninsula?
